violates the statute. This document refers to a July 19, 

1975, reception for which Commissioner Roy Orr sent out 
invitations. The anonymous invitation which contains words 
derogatory in nature to black citizens could be directed to 
Commissioner Orr or Senator Bentsen. Since the legitimate 
invitation was sent out by mail with Mr. Orr's return address, 
it might appear that the slur is aimed more at Mr. Orr rather 
than Mr. Bentsen.
